For if the 
King has no Power but what the Law gives 
him, Therefore he may do Wrong, and Is 
Acoqgintable to the Law. But it the King 
derive his Amhority from God alone (as our 
Lars fpeak, which I have Quoted) that 
Maxim of our Law, That the King can do 
no Wrong, Means only, That he is not Ac- 
countable to us for any Wrong he do’s. And 
is of the fame Import with that of Eccle/- 
viii. 4. Where the Word of a King is, there 
is Power: and who may Say unto him, What 
doeft thon? That is, he has no Controuler up- 
on Earth, The Cafe is put Dire@ly by 
Braflon (as 1 have Quoted him before) That 
the King do’s do Wrorg, and wilt not .A- 
mend that Wrong, for ali the Supplications and 
Remowftrances can be made to him: And 
even in that Cafe his Determination is, 
Sifficit ex pro Panay &c. That it is Sufficient 
Punifsment to him, that he is to Expelt God to be 
an Avenger, for he has no Superior upon Earth, 
This was his Notjon of that Afaxim, That 
the King can do no Wrong.
